Ax interesting article on the dream of King Nebuchadnezzar, recorded in 
the Book of Daniel, was written for and appeared in the MrirennrAt Sran 
in 1858, and in response to inquiries is reproduced i in the present volume. 
It was by the late Apostle Orson Pratt, and is as follows: Nebuchadnezaar, 
king of Babylon, had a dream, ‘“ wherewith his spirit was troubled, and 
his sleep brake from him.“ Being anxious to know what it portended, he 
called in his wise men—soothsayers, magicians, astrologers, sorcerers, and 
the Chaldeans, who professed to be skilled in all kinds of divinations— 
and told them he had.“ dreamed a dream,” and that his spirit was 
troubled to know the dream.“ To this the Chaldeans replied: O king, 
live forgver! Tell thy servants the dream, and we will show the inter: 
pretation.” ‘The king, however, could, not do this; for, said he, The 
thing is gone from me, If ye will not make neee ee ee 
with the interpretation thereof; ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses 
shall be made a dunghill. But if ye show the dream and the interpreta- 
‘thereof, ye shall receive of me great gifts, and rewards, and, great. 
honor. To this unwelcome alternative of compliance or death they de- 
murred, and repeated their former terms: Let the king tell his servants 
the dream, and we will show the interpretation.” This rejoinder roused 
che! ire of his Majesty, who was totally unable to accede to their request; 
‘and, after charging them with deception and false pretences, he challenged 
them to prove their power of interpretation by telling him the dream 
itself, On their failing to do this, “the king was very angry and 3 
and atone “the decree went forth that; the wise men should be 


slain. 
There was, however, among captives in Babylon, « young 
eee ” revealed the secret “ in 
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a night vision.” On obtaining access to the king, through Arioch, the 
captain of the king’s guard,” Daniel, in the presence of the king, revealed 
both the dream and the interpretation. Said he: “There is a God in 
heaven that revealeth secrets, and maketh known to the King Nebuchad- 
nezzar what shall be in the latter days.” His relation of the dream was 


as follows: | 
Thou, O king, sawest, and behold a great image. This great im 
ightness was stood before the form 
was terrible. This image's head was of fine gold, his breast and bis arms 
of silver, his belly and his thighs of race his legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. Thou sawest till that a stone was cut out without 

hands, which smote the image upon his feet that were of iron and clay, and 
brake them to pieces. Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, the silver, 
and the gold broken to pieces together, and became like the chaff of the 
summer threshingfloors ; and the wind carried them away, that no place 
was found for them: and the stone that smote the image became a great 
mountain, and filled the whole earth. (Daniel ii: 31—35.) | 

Having thus revealed the dream itself to his royal auditor, Daniel pro- 
ceeded to tell the interpretation thereof before the king,” which was as 
follows: 
Thou, O king, art a king of kings: for the God of heaven hath given 
thee a kingdom, power, and strength, and glory. And wheresoever 
the children of men dwell, the beasts of the field and the fowls of the 
heaven hath He given into thine hand, and hath made thee ruler over 
them all. Thou art this head of gold. And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. And the fourth kingdom shall be strong as 
iron; forasmuch as iron breaketh in pieces and subdueth all things: and 
as iron that breaketh all these, shall it break in pieces and bruise. And 
whereas thou sawest the feet and toes, part of potters’ clay, and part of 
irom, She kingdom shall be divided ; but there shall be in it of the stre 
of the iron, forasmuch as thou sawest the iron mixed with miry clay. 
And as the toes of the feet were part of irun, and — of clay, so the king- 
dom shall be partly strong, and partly broken. And whereas thou sawest 
iron mixed with miry clay, they shall iningle themselves with the seed of 
men: but they shall not cleave one to another, even as iron is not mixed 
with clay. And in the days of these kings shall the God of heaven set up 
a kingdom, which shall never be destroyed: and thé Kingdom shall not be 
left to other 222 but it shall break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. Forasmuch as thou sawest that the 
stone was cut out of the mountain without hands, and that it brake in 
ieces the iron, the the clay, the silver, and the gold; the great God 
th made known to the king what shall come to pass hereafter : 
—. — dream is certain, and the interpretation thereof sure. (Daniel ii: 

No sooner had Daniel revealed the dream and its import, by the gift 
and power of God, than “the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon his face and 
worshiped Daniel,” saying, “ Of a truth it is that your God is a God of 
gods, and a Lord of kings, and a revealer of secrets, seeing thou couldst 
reveal this secret.” The result was, that the king made Daniel a great 
man, and gave him many great gifts, and made him ruler over the whole 
province of Babylon, and chief of the governors over all the wise men of 
Babylon.“ | 

Let us now examine the various particulars of the foregoing it dream n and 
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its interpretation, and see when and how the different: nore con- 
tained therein have been fulfilled. | t 

The royal dreamer saw “a great image ;” and “ ‘this mae was of 
fine gold. It is evident, from Daniel's interpretation, that the image was 
symbolical of a succession of ruling empires, each one in its turn subduing 
and taking the place of its predecessor as the dominant power. At the 
head of the nations, at that period, stood Babylon, whose monarch 
and representative was Nebuchadnezzar the Great. Hence, says the 
prophetic interpreter, “thou art this head of gold.” He was “a king of 
kings,” rich and powerful, bearing the sway over numerous minor king- 
doms, which were tributary to him. Babylon was so noted for its magnifi- 
cence and wealth as to. be emphatically designated “the golden city.” 
(Isaiah xiv: 4.) 

The far-famed city of Babylon, which was the e of Chaldea, 
or the Babylonio-Chaldean empire, was situated in a vast plain. It was 
built four-square, and in extent about eight times larger than the British 
capital, London. According to Herodotus, the oldest historian upon the 
subject, the city was 480 stadia (or 60 miles) in compass, being surrounded 
by a wall 150 feet high and 87 feet thick, which was fortified with 250 
towers, and had 100 ponderous gates (all made of solid brass, with iron 
bars), 25 on each side; there being four towers between every two gates, 
and four at every corner. The entire wall, for further protection, was 
surrounded by a ditch, the depth and width of which corresponded to the: 
height and breadth of the wall, and was lined with the same material 
with which the wall was built, namely, bricks cemented with bitumen. 
Within the city stood the Temple of Belus, which was half a mile in 
circumference and a furlong in height; the whole structure consisting 
of eight distinct towers, one above another. On the highest tower was a 
_ chapel, where the worshipers of Belus paid their chief devotions ; and on 

the top of this stood an observatory for astronomical calculations, etc. 

The river Euphrates ran through the city from north to south, dividing 
the city into two nearly equal parts. On both sides of the river, quays 
were built of the same breadth as the city wall, and 100 furlongs in length, 
including a number of brass gates, from each of which were steps leading 
down to the water. Over the river a splendid bridge was erected, at each 
end of which stood a magnificent palace. The larger palace was strongly 
fortified with three walls, one surrounding another, and a great tower; 
the entire circumference being eight miles. There was also a communica- 
tion from one palace to the other by meant of a subterranean passage or 
tunnel constructed underneath the river. The wide streets and roads of 
the city, fifty in number, were all fifteen miles long, running in direct 
lines oppositely from gate to gate, and crossing each other at right angles; 
thus dividing the city into 676 equal squares, many of which were occu- 
pied with houses or other buildings, and others with fields, parks, or 
pleasure grounds. The houses of the citizens were separated by open 
spaces of ground, variously used as gardens, courts, lawns, etc. Within 
the domain of the king’s palace were pensile or hanging gardens, formed 

upon terraces, or platforms, ranging successively one above another to the

height of the battlements, or 150 feet, the whole being surrounded by a 
wall twenty-two feet in thickness. These terraces, which were connected 
and ascended by flights of steps, were all covered with rich soil,: whence 
grew trees, shrubs, and flowers of all descriptions. Upon the highest ter- 
race was & reservoir, which was supplied with water from the river, drawn 
up by an engine, or hydraulic machine; and rad amen the * 
the extensive gardens were well watered. 

Judging from appearances, there seemed not the . likelihood. that! an 
empire so vast and powerful as the Chaldean, or Babylonian, could be 
conquered and possessed by another and inferior power, or that its mighty 
and renowned capital—the wonder of the world—which was so strongly 
fortified without, and so replete within with wealth and grandeur, and 
with the most stupendous facilities for the support and defense of its in- 
habitants, should be so soon besieged and captured by another: people. 
Yet such proved to be the case. Nebuchadnezzar died; Belshazzar reigned 
in his stead, and during his short reign the mighty empire of ae n

their sins. For men to become recipients of this latter blessing it was 
necessary for them to obey the Gospel of Christ, the first principles of 
which were faith in Him, repentance from sin, a cleansing of sin through 
the waters of baptism administered by divine authority, and the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, by whose gifts the Lord's people would be led into all 
truth.

Elder O. E Colvia: of the

Elder R. McLaws testified of the love and union which existed among 
the Latter-day Saints as the fruit of their obedience to the Gospel. He 
also bore witness to a knowledge of the restoration of the Gospel i in this 
dispensation. 

Elder J. H. Anderem said the Saints knew by comparison that the 
doctrine they believed and taught was the same as that testified of in 
the Scriptures as the doctrine of Christ; and they possessed a further 
knowledge, which they had. received by revelation from heaven, of the 
truth and the divinity of the Gospel. The enjoyment of the principle of 
revelation was a necessary gift for the obtaining of eternal life. The Lord 
taught that to know.God and. His Son was eternal life, and also declared 

that no man knoweth the Father but the Son and him to whom the Son 

will reveal Him. Thus revelation from the Lord is essential to salvation, 
and a denial of the principle is a rejection of the word of God. The Lord 
promised that.through this principle the Gospel would be made known to 
earth in latter days—when He would send an angel from heaven, as stated 
in the Revelation to the Apostle John—to.be preached in all the world for 
a witness before the coming of the end. The Church of Christ was an 
organization whose officers were Apostles, Prophets, etc., and the members 
of which enjoyed the gifts of the Holy Spirit, such as prophecy, healings, — 
etc.] the knowledge of these things and the power associated therewith 
had been given in this age through revelation from heaven. The Almighty 
said that this principle should be with all who did His will; and men who 
deny the neoessity and existence of revelations from God in this genera- 
tion bring themselves liable to the condemnation spoken of in the last 
chapter of Revelations to follow those who add to or take from the words 
of that book of prophecy, which bentains the direct promise of a new rev- 
elation of the Gospel in latter days.

Elder A. Easton spoke of the necessity of having a perfect trust in the 
saving power of the Almighty, and explained the necessity of thorough re- 
pentance from sin in order to be prepared for receiving the ordinance of 
baptism in water, which had been instituted by the Almighty for the 
remission of sins.

A person is not saved until he is placed beyond the 
reach of that which destroys ; people are saved from sin when it loses its 
power over them. Those who do not get remission of their sins by the 
means the Lord has ordained are under the bondage of those sins, and 
cannot be saved in that condition. Mankind can be saved from all sin 
only by obedience to the Gospel, which the Lord has revealed in order 
that His children may, by conforming to His laws, receive eternal life in

A horseflesh butchers’-convention was held at Berlin on Aug. 12, at which there was a 
large attendance. There are in Germany alone 2200 horseflesh butchers, and the amount 
of horse meat consumed in that country annually is now 86,000 tons. The convention 
expects to increase the use of\horseflesh for food by publishing in circulars the evidence of 
medical experts that such meat is not injurious. 

Now thas the of, Pirie Clty of Neb. Yerk have been 
ferred to the American flag, the town of Southampton has made liberal offers to the com- 
pany to make that place, instead of Liverpool, ite British port. To aid in this purpose, 
the Southeastern Railway alone proposes to build docks that will cost quarter of a million 
pounds sterling. Two new fast steamships are to be built in America for the Inman 
Company. 

‘The working of convicts im the mines in Tennenses. hes led to farther, trouble. On 
August 13, four hundred armed miners drove three hundred and fifty convicts out of one 
mine, and sent them to Nashville, then burned the stockade and buildings at the mine. 
Other mines were visited, and fighting ensued, in which quite a number of men were 
engagements, thereby restoring tranquility. 

Buffalo, New York. During that and the following day a vast amount of property was 
destroyed by the strikers, 220 cars being burned on the Lehigh Valley and Erie railways 
alone on August 14. The local officials were unable to cope with the strikers, and troops 
were called on, but the work of destruction continued at intervals for several successive 
under guard of the military. 

On August 14, the new ship Thracia, wwhhibh wis towed bythe the Surah:

The wind was so high and the water so rough that 
the tugboat could make no headway, and was only holding the ship head to the sea, when 
by as squall she turned on her beam ends, and in a moment was lying in the water 
bottom up. The tow rope was loosened to save the tug, which hastened to the Thracia, 
but within two minutes the latter disappeared from sight, and not a vestige of wreckage, 
or of the captain, his wife, and a crew of fifteen hands could be ‘seen. The appall-

railway scheme was made on August 15. The en- 

tire length of the proposed line is 850 miles, its termini being Quebec on the south, and 
on the north Port Manham, which is at present a small town on the Lewis inlet, sixty 
miles north of the Straits of Belle Isle. Port Manham has a magnificent harbor, 
almost entirely landlocked, with open navigation during seven or eight months of each 
year. It is claimed by the projectors of the scheme that the transatlantic ran could be 
made from this point to Milford Haven, Wales, in seventy-two hours by the fast steam- 
ships now employed on the leading lines. The line of the proposed railway presents no 
obstacles of importance, and the cost of construction is estimated at only a small amount

In the very nature of progressive 
development there is a constant exudation going on, by which the baser 
elements are gradually eliminated from the system ; and people who do 
not improve in their lives as they increase in years contravene a natural 
law which will claim its recompense. By the process of purification and 
development with those who receive the Gospel, persons whose conduct is 
in continued violation of its truths and requirements lose the Spirit of the 
Lord, the genius of the work of salvation becomes wholly uncongenial to 
them, and the connecting link by which they were united with it becomes 
severed by the operation of the laws of the kingdom of heayen, and only 
the better elements remain, more active and healthful through being frog 
from a hurtful burden.

The Almighty has commanded the Elders to “ preach repentance unto 
this generation.” When the conditions are such as to require it, this mes- 
sage is to professing Saints as well as to those unacquainted with the 


principles of the Gospel and the fact of its restoration to earth in this dis- 


pensation. The call to those Saints in these lands who are not living con- 
sistently with the truth is to repent of their sina, to shake off slothfulness, 
to mend their ways, that the progress and increase of the Church may net 
be impeded by them. It is proper that charity, long-suffering, forbear- 
ance, should be shown by the servants of the Lord toward the frailties 
and weaknesses of humanity. But there is a limit to the exercise of 
patience, for the principles of truth and justice must not be violated. It 
is no charity to be indulgent to a person to the extent of being unchari- 
table to others injuriously affected by his wrong-doing. When the course 
of an individual is such as to bring reproach upon the work of the Lord 
it is a serious matter, and those in authority are bound to take cognizance 
of it by such action as the law requires of them in their official position. 
They caunot afford to be under the condemnation of permitting iniquity 
to exist in the Church. The word of the Lord is: He who sinneth and 
repenteth not shall be cast out.“ It is better that one stumbling-block be 
removed out of the way than that a dozen honest people be kept without 
the pale of the kingdom, or be made to suffer contumely by his conduct. 
It is the duty of all members of the Church to refrain from sin and to 
walk uprightly before the Lord. An earnest endeavor to do this entitles 
them to every consideration of patience, mercy and encouragement. But 
if any wilfully persist in following an opposite course, their opportunity 
for it should be without, not within, the Church. In dealing with such 
matters it is essential that those in authority keep strictly within the pro- 
cedure of the laws of the Church; the Lord has said, I will not acknowl- 
edge that which I have not appointed. ” Diligent and patient efforts of 
exhortation, reproof and persuasion should be made to reclaim those whose 
conduct is inharmonious with the requirements of the Gospel, that all the 
good may be gathered and retained ; those who insist upon cultivating 
and revelling in the bad should be severed from the body religious as a 
substance foreign to its nature and opposed to its welfare. J. H. A.

LOT SMITH. 


FURTHER un of the killing, in Arizona, of Lot Smith, whose name 
is well known in connection with pioneer experiences in Utah and Arizona, 
have been received, showing that the first report of the manner in which 
the tragic event occurred was an error. It was stated that he ane found 
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some of the Indians’ sheep in his pasture, and had commenced shooting at 
them, and was killed by the Indians who retaliated by shooting at his cows. 
The fact is, that he had made an effort to drive out of his pasture the 
sheep which had been turned in by some young Indians who were acting 
ugly, but failed, and was riding home when he was waylaid and shot by 
an Indian who had secreted himself behind a large rock on the roadside. 
The friendly Indians deplore the occurrence and lament the loss of one 
who has been friendly to them. The assassin escaped to the hills. 

Lot Smith was about sixty-two years of age, and had in his life 
passed through many experiences of trial. He was of an impulsive nature, 
and his irritable temper sometimes required considerable forbearance on 
the part of those associated with him ; but he was sympathetic, generous, 
courageous and unswerving in his fidelity to a trust reposed in him. He 
was a member of the “Mormon Battalion” when sixteen years old, and 
the following incident, related by himself, which occurred in the long 
march over the continent, fitly illustrates the character of the man: 
One day, when we had marched a long distance without water, and were 
nearly famished, we beheld a dry lake at a distance, sometimes called a 
mirage. It looked so much like a lake of water to those who. never saw 
one that we had full assurance of speedy relief. It no doubt had this 
effect, it at least stimulated us to press on ; but to our horror it was only 
dry land, and we traveled nearly six miles across this delusion and still 
found no water, and night had fully come. Digging down about eight 
feet, we found abundance to supply all our wants. After this was at- 
tended to, I was selected to go back with a keg of water on a mule to help 
those who had fallen by the way, who numbered quite a few. I had in- 
structions not to give any one any water till I had got back to the last 
man, and then I was to work back to the company, having very particular 
instructions how to administer this sacred, life-saving fluid. I soon met a 
man who was anxiously inquiring for water, distance, etc. I put him off, 
also the second, third and fourth, I think, but from this on I could no 
longer stand their pleadings. I watered them all, and had some left, so I 
had a drink when I got through a distance of twelve or fourteen miles. I 
was careful in giving them water, though many drank quite heartily. The 
Lord surely blessed my little keg of water in a marvelous manner. For 
my disobedience to orders I was tied behind a wagon and made to walk in 
trying circumstances, rather me, 1 telt 1 not

1 HAVE felt that President Woodruff and President Taylor were the same 
to me and to the Church as President Brigham Young, and they as the 
Prophet of God ; for these men have walked right into the same authority 
and the same power, the same blessing, endowment and responsibility as 
leaders of Israel as was held by the Prophet Joseph Smith. And in the 
temporary absence of President Woodruff, I have always felt—I trust I 
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may ever so, feel--that: President. Cannon, or whoever may stand in the 
place that President Cannon does to-day, is. to me the same as President 
Woodruff, as the President of the Church, and as the President of the 
conference ; and in the absence of the President and his first Counselor, I 
look upon the second Counselor as the man who stands as the mouthpiece 
of God to the people.

Joseph will not do it to-day. They have too good sense, and have been 
too thoroughly taught and schooled. We have the same feelings and 
spirit sometimes that inen had in former times; but when in our sober 
senses, and when we exercise a little reason and jodgment, the knowledge 
of the truth is so grounded in our hearts that we cannot be shaken. We 
will diseard politics, we will discard everything that would make us bitter 
towards our brethren and divide us in the spirit of the Gospel. We are 
expected: to be one in the spirit of the Gospel and in the labors of the 
Gospel; and where division on party lines is necessary and occurs, it 

ought never to make one particle of bitterness between brethren. And I 
want to say to all Israel that if you feel that kind of bitternéss in ‘your 
heart toward a brother, and Jack the spirit of forgiveness, you ars in error, 
because we cannot allow bitterness in our hearts toward our brethren ; in 
fact; bitterness ought not to be in our hearts toward any person. If the 
world be pitted against us and feel opposed to us in their sentiments and 
feelings; and in their religious and political organizationt, why should we 
not be friendly to ourselves? We ougtit to be: Therefore, judge your- 
selves. No man need to be judged’ by anyone else. Let every man judge 
himself in regard to the feelings in his own heart. 

We need not become ‘excited. - We need not become over bol or 
troubled; i in ‘regard to the kingdom ; for the kingdom is the Lord’s, and 
He will maintain it, whether you and I are faĩthful or not. And it is in- 
creasing year by year. Though we may not seem quite 50 fervent ; we 
may not feel as anxious in regard to the Sacrament as we ought ; we may 
not be quite as careful in regard to our tithing, the Word of Wisdom, 
eto. yet you will find that the Spirit of the Lord ‘is working amotig ‘the 
Latter-day Saints, and it is telling upon their hearts, and it seems to in- 
oculate their systems and their blood, and they have the spitit of the 
Gospel more or less in them, and they become 80 established and firm that 
they will not altogether let go of the faith.’ They may have seasons of 
carelessness and indifference, and they nay be overtaken with anger’

. meetings and gatherings of ‘thé Saints, until'the Latter-day Saints are 
becoming so strongly impregnated with the Spifit of the Lord and with 
the doctrines of the Gospel that they are not apostatizing as they used to 
do in great numbers. The Presidency here do not fear the Apostles turn- = 
ing against them. They do not fear their joining with the ranks of the 
enemy, as was the case in the days of the Prophet Joseph. 

Have we any fears in regard to these Seventies? Have we any fears in 

regard to these Presidents of Stakes? We: never think of one of them 
turning away, leaving the Gospel, and joining hands with the enemy. 
The revelation of plural marriage, no doubt, tried the hearts of a great 
many people. The Manifesto tried a great many people. But not many 
have left the Church on account of it. The evidence of the brethren before 
the Master in Chancery tried some of the people, and politios tries the 
people; and I tell you that everything that comes along will try some of 
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the people: But I say that we are to-day a tried and proven people so far 
that there will not be the apostasy, in proportion to our numbers, that 
was witnessed in the beginning of the Church. Some will apostatize, no 
doubt, and lose the faith, and die in that condition. But I tell you the 
very best and choicest, the most independent spirits that could be found 
in the earth, have been gathered—the choicest of families, and of cities, 
and of nations; those that were not afraid to have their names cast out 
as evil, These are the ones that have been gathered in this remarkable 
gathering, the like of which cannot be found any where else. No other 
people gather together as we do. And the Lord has tried and proven us. 
Not only this, but the strength of the trials that we have endured, and 
the faith and power that we have, tinctures our children, and they will 
walk measurably in our footsteps, though some of them may be lost. 

I. pray God to bless this conference. My heart is full of rejoicing. I 
love my brethren. Oh! I feel to say God bless them. God bless Presi- 
dent. Woodruff and his counselors, God bless Brother Lorenzo Snow, and 
Brother Franklin D. Richards—these aged men. God bless these younger 
men, who need a blessing more than the older ones do, because we lack 
the experience, and we need to be proven and tried yet as they have been. 
God grant that we may be as faithful as they have been. God bless Israel. 

God bless Brother Jacob Gates, 
who now lies near his death, apparently, and preserve his life as long as it 
shall please the Lord that he shall live—a man full of faith and integrity.

to do all they could in favor of it. The whole manner of the alleged protest against local 
lawlessness and encouragement of the mayor conveys the idea of insincerity and bun- 
combe. Talking one way on the platform and voting the other way at the polls may be 
satisfactory to some sectarian consciences, but it does not pull the wool over the eyes of 
the dissstaing public. 
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
